The board said it believed the 


public interest required that 
the voluntary transfer plan be 
upheld bjecause "parents of stu- 
dents of primary school age 
generally desire to have their 
children attend schools as close 
to home as possible."

July 4, 5, 6 and 1—count 'em, 


four straight days 100 degree 
temperatures or above in Ar- 
kansas with more of the same 
forecast through Thursday. 


But if you check the U. S. 


Weather Bureau records of a 
decade ago, July hasn't been 
hot at all yet. There were 16 
days in July, 
1954; when* the 


temperature reached or topped 
100 degrees. That was preceded 
by six century marks in June 
end followed: by 21 such days 
in August. Even> September, had 
three days 100 or above. 


That adds up to 46 days of 


ultra-hot weather in 1954. 


This 
summer 
hasn't 
been 


quite so hot, but appears head- 
edJ for the dubious honor of an- 
other scorcher. 


In JUne the mercury hit 100 


or over on the llth, 23rd and 
28th. The hot weather started on 


(lhe 12th, when a 99 was record- 
ed!, topping the previous record 
'of 98, set back in 1914. 


On June 23, the previous high: 


of 98 set in 1960 was broken, by 
a 100-degree reading. 


Oddly, on June 2, in 1964 and 


1894' the record low of 53 de- 
grees was equalled.

statement is acknowledged by 
tilmost every Republican will- 
ing to comment on it privately.

Record No. 
Working But 
Jobs Are Few

. NEW YORK (AP)-Finding a 
job is tougher this summer. 
That's so despite n gain in the 
number of jobs. A record of 
nearly 72 million Americans are 
at work. 


The job 
scramble is rough 


because there, arc more stu- 
dents looking for them .There 
arc always a lot when school 
lets out. This year there arc 
more. 


But beyond that, there arc 


more adults entering the labor 
force just now. This happens 
whenever times are good and 
the number of jobs expands. 
That pulls a lot of off-and-on 
workers into the labor force. 
Since they usually have skills 
from earlier periods of employ- 
ment, they arc likely to get the 
jobs at the expense of the new- 
comers without experience. 


The population growth by it- 


self, and its specific manifesta- 
tion of more students looking 
for summer work, would have 
pulled about J.2 million more 
people into the labor force this 
summer than last. The Labor 
Department says that this time 
;hc force increased by 1.5 mil- 
ion over last year to a total of 
79.4 million.

The teen-age 
problem was expected. Wash- 
ington had hoped that the older 
men were in for better days. 


The rate of unemployment 


among all men over 20 rose to 
4 per cent of the labor force, 
compared with 3.6 per cent in 
May. The rise among adult 
women was only to 5.1 per cent 
from 5 per cent. 


When the rate of unemploy- 


ment for all ages dropped i 
Vlay to 5.1 per cent, many had 
loped that the long struggle to 
>ring this down by an increase 
n economic growth was at last 
icaring fruit. In June therate 
n unemployment of 1.1 million 
nought the total to 4.7 million. 
. The long struggle to get the 
jobless rate down to around 4

is a tough one. The number of 
jobs increase.

Promises He 
Will Be Rough 
on Johnson

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Barry Goldwater has indicated 
that if he gets the Republican 
presidential nomination his cam- 
paign against President John- 
son will be rougher than those 
of recent years. 


But he lias been moving cau- 


tiously in his double task of try- 
ing to cool any opposition to him 
among Republicans while going 
ahead with his efforts to sew up 
the nomonation. 


The Associated Press recent- 


ly asked him his position on a 
number of issues. The answers, 
prepared 
by his 
staff 
from 


some of his recent statements, 
were released over the week- 
end. 


He was asked what the main 


campaign issues will be. Sever- 
al were listed and wound up 
with 
this: ". . . the 
dark 


shadow of scandal that hangs 
even over the white house it* 
self." There has been no scan- 
da! talk in recent campaigns. 


There was no explanation for 


what Goldwater meant. But, 
since he considers this a main 
point, it can be assumed he 
would hammer away at it. 


If Goldwater gets the nomina- 


tion, which looks likely, he will 
need not only all the Republican 
votes he can get afterward but 
also those of the usually Demo- 
cratic Southern states. He has 
said a Republican couldn't win 
without them. 


His votes against the civil 


rights bill angered a number of 
Republicans 
already 
against 


him. So far as can be seen it 
lost him none of his supporters. 
It probably endeared him to a 
lot of Southern whites. 


He said the bill, voted into 


law July 2, flies in the face of 
the 
Constitution and enforce- 


ment of some of its sections 
would need a "federal police 
force of mammoth proportions." 


He meant the sections pro- 


hibiting discrimination in public 
accommodations and 
employ- 


ment. But his "no" vote gave 
Pennsylvania's Gov. William W. 
Scranton, his leading opponent 
for the nomination, an issue at 
the Republican convention open 
ing next Monday in San Dran- 
cisco. 


As the Republican platform 


committee gathered there Sun- 
day for days of hearings before 
hammering the party's positions 
and 
promises 
together, 
the 


Scranton forces' strategy was 
obvious: How to create divisions 
at the hearings and come up 
with conclusions the Goldwater 
forces couldn't support. 


The senator and his advisers 


had plenty of time to prepare 
for such a move. Equally obvi- 
ous for him would be to com- 
promise where he could to avoid 
party splits. 


But ther was a very sore 


point: How compromise on a 
civil rights plank without alien- 
ating the South since, if elected 
president, Goldwater would be 
expected to carry through on 
whatever the platform prom- 
ised? 
The 
Goldwater 
forces 


seemed prepared for this, too.

(AP) — ,A- six-man space re- 
search station with built-in cen- 
trifuge, shower, kitchen, lava- 
tory and other conveniences of 
home could be orbiting the earth 
within five years.

Adenauer Is 
Storting New 
Campaign

-Bonn, Germany (AP) — For- 
iner Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer is starting a new political 
career at the age of 88— leader 
of the opposition to his succes- 
sor's foreign policy. 


It's a low-key opposition, but 


opposition none the less. 


Adenauer believes Chancellor 


Ludwig Erhard's government 
should work more closely with 
French President . Charles de 
Gaulle. Erhard, with the Amer- 
ican attitude in mind, is wary 
of De Gaulle. 


France and West Germany, 


Adenauer told this correspond- 
ent in an interview Monday, are 
not significant separately but 
together they can form a dike 
against Soviet penetration into 
Europe. 


He quoted De Gaulle as say- 


ing: ' I am for German reuni- 
fication because I don't want to 
wake up one morning and hear 
that the Russian* are on the 
banks of the Rhine." 


France and West Germany 


would form a stronger dike, 
Adenauer gays, if other Euro- 
pean nations, including Britain, 
could be brought to join them. 
But he has little trust in Brit- 
ain—especially since he is con- 
vinced that Britain is soon go- 
ing to have a tabor govern- 
ment. It's not that he considers 
the Labor party to be Commu- 
nist. He feels that even the 
British Conservatives lean too 
much toward Moscow, 


Adenauer insists that his 


friendship for De Gaulle is not 
directed afainst the 
United 


States, but he feels the need to 
remind Washington repeatedly 
of the dangers he sees in trust- 
ing Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


he had accepted De Gaulle's in 
vitation to visit • Paris in the 
fall. 


It was generally thought las 


October, when he relinquishec 
the chancellorship to Erhard 
that Adenauer would fade qui- 
etly into political oblivion. He 
had no such intention. 


He got a small but well ap- 


pointed office in the Bundeshaus 
West .Germany's Capitol, and
